ACT  OF  INCORPORATION, 


COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 

IN  THE  YEAR  ONE  THOUSAND  EIGHT  HUNDRED  AND  EIGHTY-SIX. 

AN  ACT 

TO  CHANGE  THE  NAME  OF  THE  NEW  ENGLAND  AID  SOCIETY  FOR 

THE  AGED  AND  FRIENDLESS. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives ,  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  by  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows :  — 

Section  i.  The  New  England  Aid  Society  for  the  Aged 
and  Friendless,  a  Corporation  established  under  the  general  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth,  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Home  for 
Aged  Couples. 

Sect.  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

the  community,  as  evidenced  by  good  gifts  and  generous  be¬ 
quests  to  the  institution. 

THE  EVENTS  OF  THE  YEAR  1898. 

The  annua  meeting  for  the  reading  of  reports  and  the 
election  of  officers  was  held  at  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples 
on  Tuesday  afternoon,  Jan.  11,  1898. 

The  chair  was  taken  by  the  President  of  the  Corporation 
at  three  o’clock.  Mr.  J.  W.  Smith  offered  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  annual  meeting  were  read 
by  the  Secretary,  and  approved.

It  is  with  feelings  of  deep  regret  that  we  record  the  loss 
by  death  of  two  members  from  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Mrs. 
A.  D.  Morse  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Wetherell. 

Mrs.  A.  D.  Morse  died  on  Saturday,  May  28,  aged  seven¬ 
ty-six  years,  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Wetherell  on  Monday,  Decem¬ 
ber  12,  aged  seventy-seven  years. 

Mrs.  Morse  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  at  the 
first  meeting  after  the  Home  was  incorporated,  and  Mrs. 
J.  W.  Wetherell  at  the  first  annual  meeting.  They  were 
friends  in  church  and  social  relations  and  in  charitable 
work.  For  many  years  they  had  charge  of  the  Home  Table 
at  the  annual  fair,  and  the  contributions  of  their  friends 
added  to  its  success. 

When  the  new  building  was  erected,  Mrs.  Wetherell  fur¬ 
nished  a  room,  which  has  from  the  first  been  occupied  by  a 
worthy  member  of  her  own  church  ;  and  since  the  death  of 
Mrs.  Morse  a  hall  clock  bearing  her  name  has  been  placed 
opposite  the  door  of  the  family  entrance.

REV.  LUTHER  HORNE  ANGIER. 

Died  March  22,  1898,  in  his  eighty-ninth  year. 

“  Blessed  are  they  who  die  in  the  Lord.” 

In  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Luther  H.  Angier  the  Home  for 
Aged  Couples  loses  a  sincere  friend  and  eloquent  advocate, 
of  whom  it  may  be  said,  All  the  days  of  his  life  he  pleaded 
the  cause  of  the  poor,  and  worshipped  the  Lord  in  the 
beauty  of  holiness. 

Luther  H.  Angier  was  born  in  the  pleasant  town  of  South- 
boro,  Mass.,  Jan.  26,  1810.  His  boyhood  was  passed  under 
the  parental  roof, —  a  typical  New  England  home,  where  the 
worship  of  God  was  a  blessed  privilege,  and  the  inspired 
word  the  essence  of  law.  His  early  youth  was  a  season  of 
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careful  preparation,  and  manhood  found  him  amply  equipped 
for  the  Master’s  service. 

Four  years’  study  at  the  famous  Kimball  Academy,  New 
Hampshire,  prepared  him  for  entrance  into  Amherst  Col¬ 
lege,  where  he  graduated  four  years  later  in  the  class  of  1833. 
As  a  teacher  in  a  popular  French  boarding-school,  he  passed 
three  years  in  New  York  City,  entering  the  Union  Theologi¬ 
cal  Seminary  of  New  York  in  1836.  In  1839  he  accepted  a 
call  from  a  church  in  Buffalo,  but  before  entering  upon  his 
pastorate  was  united  in  marriage  to  the  youngest  daughter 
of  Judge  Lanman,  of  Norwich,  Conn. ;  and  throughout  their 
companionship  of  fifty-four  years  they  were  as  one  in  the 
uplifting  of  humanity.  With  the  exception  of  six  years  at 
Buffalo  and  a  short  pastorate  in  the  South,  Dr.  Angier 
lived  his  long  and  useful  life  in  New  England.  He  loved 
the  world  as  one  sent  with  a  message  unto  men,  and  he  ful¬ 
filled  his  mission  as  the  obedient  servant  of  his  Lord. 

Funeral  from  the  Old  South  Church,  Copley  Square, 
March  25,  1898.  Interment  at  Mount  Auburn. 

THE  HOME. 

That  the  infirmities  of  fourscore  years  and  ten  sit  lightly 
on  more  than  twenty  of  the  large  family,  and  that  no  death 
has  occurred  for  more  than  fourteen  months  in  the  new 
building  of  the  Home,  indicate  that  the  health  and  well¬ 
being  of  the  inmates  have  received  judicious  care  and  atten¬ 
tion.  But  the  time  comes  when  neither  care  nor  skill  can 
prevail.  To  the  strong  death  comes  without  warning ;  and 
over  the  bed  of  the  sick  and  suffering  the  dark  wing  may 
hover  for  many  months,  waiting  to  bear  aloft  the  weary  soul 
to  heavenly  rest. 

On  the  morning  of  Monday,  July  11,  Mr.  John  Wingate 
suddenly  expired  as  he  was  being  seated  at  the  breakfast 
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table.  His  death  was  a  severe  shock  to  the  weakened  hearts 
of  the  aged  family. 

Mr.  Wingate  was  born  in  Gardiner,  Me.,  Feb.  15,  1815; 
died  July  11,  1898,  aged  eighty-three  years,  four  months,  and 
twenty-six  days.  In  early  life  he  came  to  Boston,  and  be¬ 
came  a  practical  hatter,  carrying  on  the  business  for  many 
years  with  his  friend  and  partner,  Mr.  Charles  Bolton. 

Mr.  Wingate  married  in  1851;  and,  as  an  illustration  of 
the  change  in  the  character  of  streets  and  neighborhoods  by 
the  encroachments  of  business,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  for 
ten  years,  until  business  demanded  the  giving  up  of  the 
pleasant  home,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wingate  resided  in  Temple 
Place,  then  twenty-nine  years  on  Beacon  Hill,  when  the 
city’s  requirements  necessitated  another  removal.  After 
two  years’  residence  on  Pinckney  Street  the  aged  couple  de¬ 
cided  that  they  were  no  longer  able  to  bear  the  burden  of 
housekeeping,  and,  as  they  had  no  children  or  near  relatives 
to  whom  they  could  go  in  their  old  age,  they  would  pass  the 
remainder  of  their  days  in  a  comfortable  and  beautiful  home 
with  other  aged  couples  similarly  situated. 

The  funeral  of  Mr.  Wingate  was  held  at  the  Home  on 
the  afternoon  of  Wednesday,  July  13.  The  Lafayette 
Lodge,  of  which  the  deceased  was .  a  member,  sent,  as  a 
token  of  brotherly  love,  a  large,  beautiful,  and  appropriate 
floral  emblem.  The  Rev.  W.  A.  Wood,  of  the  Egleston 
Square  Methodist  Church,  conducted  the  simple  services, 
after  which  the  remains  were  taken  to  Mt.  Auburn,  and 
interred  in  the  family  lot  on  Cypress  Avenue. 

Hardly  had  the  Home  recovered  its  wonted  composure 
before  the  sorrowful  intelligence  was  communicated  that  an 
old  and  welbbeloved  friend  and  inmate,  Mr.  Hiram  Welling¬ 
ton,  was  ill.  As  it  was  the  month  of  August,  and  a  man 
upward  of  ninety-two  years  of  age  has  little  power  in  re- 
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serve  to  overcome  physical  ailments,  his  death  was  not  an 
unexpected  event ;  and  yet  he  had  been  with  us  so  long, 
and  always  an  old  man,  that  unconsciously  we  felt  that  we 
could  go  on  claiming  him.  But  the  end  came,  and  the  flick¬ 
ering  light  went  out  of  the  earthly  house  forever. 

Hiram  Wellington  was  born  March  14,  1806,  at  Lexington, 
and  was  the  son  of  David  and  Rebecca  (Stearns)  Wellington. 

The  early  life  of  Mr.  Wellington  was  the  life  of  a  farmer’s 
son  in  a  large  family.  In  his  boyhood  and  youth  he  laid  the 
foundation  of  a  good  constitution  by  the  alternate  exercise 
of  muscle  and  brain.  If  the  day  saw  him  industrious  in  the 
performance  of  manual  labor,  the  evening  found  him  no  less 
diligent,  poring  over  his  books  by  the  light  of  a  tallow  candle 
or  the  unsteady  flame  of  the  kitchen  fire.  He  dutifully  dis¬ 
charged  a  son’s  obligations  to  his  parents,  and  at  twenty-one 
we  find  him  going  forth  with  little  money  and  great  deter¬ 
mination  to  get  a  sound  education.  After  four  years’  study 
in  a  preparatory  school,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1830, 
he  entered  Harvard  College,  graduating  four  years  later  in 
the  class  of  1834.  The  next  two  years  were  passed  in  Maine, 
—  one  year  a  teacher  in  the  pretty  town  of  Castine,  and  the 
following  year  reading  law  in  the  office  of  Joshua  W.  Hatha¬ 
way  at  Ellsworth. 

Mr.  Wellington  completed  his  law  studies  at  the  Harvard 
Law  School  in  1838,  and,  upon  being  admitted  to  the  bar  the 
following  summer,  opened  an  office  in  Boston,  where  he  con¬ 
tinued  to  practise  his  profession. 

In  October,  1851,  Mr.  Wellington  married  Miss  Ann 
A.  Hudson,  a  sister  of  Sumner  Hudson,  of  Westboro, 
from  whom  they  received  a  valuable  estate  on  Temple 
Street,  then  a  fashionable  quarter  of  the  fashionable  West 
End.  Their  home  life  was  quiet,  social,  and  refined.  They 
enjoyed  the  friendship  of  cultivated  people,  and  were  observ- 
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ant  of  religious  privileges.  Under  the  pastorate  of  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Andrew  L.  Stone  they  united  with  Park  Street  Church. 

Old  age  found  them  prosperous  and  happy ;  but  in  an  evil 
hour,  when  values  in  real  estate  were  so  inflated  in  the  City 
of  Boston  that  wise  and  shrewd  speculators  lost  their  judg¬ 
ment,  Mr.  Wellington  was  persuaded  to  make  investments  * 
that  ultimately  resulted  in  the  loss  of  his  property.  It  is 
not  difficult  to  realize  what  the  loss  of  property  meant  to 
a  man  eighty  years  of  age,  homeless,  childless,  with  an  in¬ 
valid  wife,  and  no  relatives  to  whom  he  could  apply  in  his 
misfortune.  Would  it  be  strange  if,  in  such  an  hour,  the 
aged  man  should  despair  ?  But  Mr.  Wellington  did  not  de¬ 
spair.  In  his  youth  he  learned  submission,  in  his  manhood 
how  to  meet  difficulties  ;  and  now,  in  his  old  age,  he  would 
pray  and  be  patient,  and  God  heard  the  prayer  of  faith.  A 
door  of  welcome  gently  opened;  and  in  November,  1885,  the 
aged  couple  entered  the  Home,  which  was  ever  to  them 
a  home  of  joy  and  peace  and  comfort.  Nearly  thirteen  years 
Mr.  Wellington  resided  at  the  Home,  and  during  all  those 
years  no  act  of  his  gave  cause  for  offence.  His  presence 
was  a  daily  benediction. 

Mr.  Wellington  survived  the  death  of  his  wife  eight  years, 
passing  away,  after  a  short  illness  of  three  days,  on  Wednes¬ 
day,  Aug.  1 7,  1898,  in  his  ninety-third  year.  The  Rev.  D.  W. 
Waldron  conducted  the  funeral  services,  which  were  held  at 
the  Home  on  Saturday  afternoon,  August  20.  Interment 
beside  his  wife  in  the  “Home  Lot”  at  Mt.  Hope. 

Mr.  Wellington,  to  the  last,  was  true  to  his  Alma  Mater. 
The  Catalogue  of  the  University  was  received  with  pleasure, 
and  scanned  with  a  mournful  interest.  Until  within  two 
years  he  had  attended  the  annual  class  dinner,  usually  held 
at  the  University  Club;  but,  as  one  after  another  was  called 
to  swell  the  ranks  of  the  silent  majority,  the  surviving  mem- 
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bers  probably  shared  in  the  feeling  Mr.  Wellington  so  aptly 
voiced  in  his  reply  to  a  friend’s  remark,  “You  had  better 
vote  to  have  the  dinner  ”  :  “  Ah,  my  good  friend,  it  requires 
something  besides  food  to  make  a  class  dinner !  ”  Only  two 
members  of  the  class  of  1834  survive  Mr.  Wellington, — 
Samuel  W.  Rodman,  of  Boston,  and  Charles  Mason,  of  Fitch¬ 
burg. 

We  opened  the  door  to  the  stranger,  and  entertained  an 
angel  unawares. 

Again  the  dark  shadow  crossed  the  threshold,  and  an  old 
man  acquainted  with  sorrow  and  well  stricken  in  years 
obeyed  the  gentle  summons. 

Benjamin  Rust  Sturgis  passed  away  on  the  morning  of 
Oct.  11,  1898,  aged  eighty-one  years.  Funeral  from  the 
Home  on  Thursday,  October  13,  at  2  p.m.  The  Rev.  M.  R. 
Deming  and  Deacon  Roundy,  of  the  Tremont  Temple  Bap¬ 
tist  Church,  conducted  the  services ;  and  a  quartette  from 
the  Temple  choir  sang  the  selected  hymns. 

To  Deacon  Roundy  fell  the  privilege  of  speaking  of  the 
virtues  and  mental  characteristics  of  one  whom  he  had  long 
known,  and  who  had  been  for  many  years  a  member  of 
Tremont  Temple  Baptist  Church.  He  tenderly  referred  to 
the  long  and  trying  illness  of  his  old  friend,  his  fortitude, 
endurance,  and,  above  all,  his  faith  in  a  blessed  immortality. 
The  interment  was  in  the  Tremont  Temple  Lot  at  Forest 
Hills. 

Mr.  Sturgis  was  born  at  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  Nov.  17, 
1817,  and  was  married  at  Cedarville,  N.Y.,  in  1864.  For 
more  than  twenty-five  years  he  had  been  a  resident  of 
Boston,  and  a  part  of  that  time  agent  for  the  Watchman. 
Long  a  sufferer  from  heart  trouble,  he  was  at  last  obliged 
to  give  up  business  altogether.  After  treatment  at  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  he  was  admitted  to  the 
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Home  for  Aged  Couples  in  December,  1895.  His  health 
improved  at  intervals,  but  never' to  the  extent  that  he  could 
say  that  he  was  free  from  pain.  For  months  previous  to 
his  death  he  was  confined  to  the  house,  and  dependent  upon 
the  attention  of  his  devoted  wife,  who,  realizing  his  weak 
mental  and  physical  condition,  patiently  and  tenderly  admin¬ 
istered  to  his  many  wants ;  and,  when  the  hour  arrived  for 
the  spirit’s  flight,  death  found  him  so  peacefully  sleeping 
that  his  coming  brought  no  disturbance. 

Deacon  Samuel  Sargent  was  suddenly  called  to  the  higher 
life  on  Oct.  25,  1898,  in  the  eighty-first  year  of  his  age. 
Funeral  services  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Burr,  of 
the  Ruggles  Street  Church,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Seymour,  of  Phila¬ 
delphia.  A  private  service  for  friends  was  held  at  the  home 
at  eleven  o’clock,  and  the  public  services  at  Ruggles  Street 
Church  at  twelve  o’clock  Friday,  October  28. 

Dr.  Seymour  pronounced  the  eulogy  over  his  deceased 
friend,  who  had  been  the  good  and  faithful  deacon  of  Ruggles 
Street  Church  for  more  than  twenty  years, —  the  first  man 
who  had  clasped  the  hand  of  the  young  preacher  when  he 
accepted  the  call  to  come  to  the  Ruggles  Street  Church,  and 
the  hand  that  was  always  extended  in  warm  friendship  during 
his  pastorate.  He  paid  a  glowing  tribute  to  his  high  char¬ 
acter,  his  Christian  life,  to  his  good  influence  over  young 
men,  to  his  efforts  in  building  up  the  church,  in  sustaining  it, 
and  his  helpfulness  in  aiding  all  good  enterprises. 

His  affecting  farewell  as  he  advanced  to  where  he  could 
look  down  on  the  still,  quiet  face  with  its  benevolent  expres¬ 
sion  yet  apparent,  will  long  be  remembered  for  its  touching 
simplicity.  The  Ruggles  Street  quartette  sang  the  favorite 
selections,  and  at  the  close  of  the  service  a  sweet  and  tender 
voluntary,  after  which  the  casket,  covered  with  floral  tributes 
of  affection,  was  lifted  and  borne  out  upon  the  shoulders  of 
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younger  men  whom  he  had  long  loved.  The  interment  was 
in  the  family  lot  at  Forest  Hills. 

Deacon  Samuel  Sargent  was  born  at  Goffstown,  N.H., 
July  27,  1818.  In  early  life  he  came  to  Boston,  and  was  for 
more  than  forty  years  in  the  provision  business,  under  the 
firm  name  of  Sargent  &  Burr.  Ill-health  compelled  him  to 
retire  from  business ;  and  for  a  few  years  he  made  a  vain 
attempt  to  rally  by  rest  and  a  residence  in  the  country,  but, 
receiving  no  benefit  from  the  change,  and  desiring  competent 
medical  advice,  returned  to  Boston. 

With  increasing  weakness  Mr.  Sargent  naturally  desired 
quietness  and  pleasanf  companionship,  but  not  seclusion 
other  than  seclusion  of  private  grounds,  where  he  could  walk 
and  rest  whenever  he  was  pleased  to  do  so. 

The  Home  for  Aged  Couples,  in  which  he  felt  a  great 
interest,  was  suggested ;  and  the  suggestion  met  with  imme¬ 
diate  favor.  To  him  it  seemed  the  ideal  home-life  ;  and,  with 
his  long  and  intimate  connection  with  benevolent  enter¬ 
prises,  he  saw  in  a  personal  residence  a  pleasant  continuance 
of  his  lifelong  interests. 

Mrs.  Sargent,  only  desirous  for  his  welfare,  and  conscious 
that,  if  life  was  spared,  he  would  ultimately  require  great  care, 
cheerfully  acquiesced  in  the  decision,  and  arrangements  were 
made  for  their  coming  in  the  fall  of  1897. 

For  many  months  Mr.  Sargent  enjoyed  his  home,  and  his 
health  improved ;  but  suddenly  came  the  silent  messenger, 
and  we  rejoice  that  he  was  prepared  to  hear,  “  Lo  !  I  am  with 
you  :  enter  now  into  the  joys  of  thy  Lord.” 

Joseph  Borrowscale,  after  a  long,  tedious,  and  painful  ill¬ 
ness,  requiring  the  kind  offices  of  a  special  nurse  for  more 
than  two  years,  passed  away  on  Sunday,  November  20,  aged 
eighty-eight  years. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  Home  on  Tuesday  after- 
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noon,  November  22.  The  Rev.  J.  S.  Yerkes,  of  the  Egleston 
Square  Methodist  Church,  attended  the  funeral  and  read  the 
committal  service  at  Forest  Hills,  where  the  remains  now 
rest  in  the  Borrowscale  family  lot. 

For  many  months  life  had  been  a  wearisome  burden ;  and, 
when  death  came,  it  was  indeed  a  pitying  angel  that  brought 
release  from  long  suffering.  Mr.  Borrowscale  was  of  a 
singularly  affectionate  nature ;  and  the  death  of  Mrs.  Bor¬ 
rowscale  in  June,  1895,  was  a  severe  affliction,  from  which 
he  never  recovered.  His  weakness  increased  ;  and,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  his  partial  paralysis,  his  incurable  disease  assumed  a 
malignant  form,  requiring  seclusion  and  special  attention. 
And  yet,  with  all  his  weakness  and  pain,  he  was  a  miracle 
of  cheerfulness  and  patience,  grateful  for  his  home  and 
thankful  for  every  kindness  and  attention. 

Mr.  Borrowscale  was  passionately  fond  of  music,  and  for 
more  than  forty  years  was  a  member  of  the  Handel  and 
Haydn  Society  of  Boston.  He  often  alluded  to  his  pleas¬ 
ant  walks  from  Boston  to  Quincy  after  the  close  of  an  even¬ 
ing  rehearsal  or  concert,  and  thought  it  very  little  exertion, 
compared  with  the  pleasure  received. 

While  strength  permitted  of  his  going  over  the  stairs,  he 
was  always  present  at  the  Sunday  afternoon  service  to  “  lead 
in  singing.” 

With  the  Psalmist  he  could  say,  “As  long  as  I  have  any 
being,  I  will  sing  praises  unto  God.” 

ANNIVERSARY  DAY. 

As  the  twelfth  day  of  June  came  on  Sunday,  the  annual 
garden  party  was  given  on  Saturday,  June  11.  The  clouds 
portended  rain,  which  did  not  come ;  and  the  occasion 
proved  enjoyable  and  successful. 

“To  see  ourselves  as  others  see  us,”  we  may  quote  a  para- 
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graph  from  the  many  kindly  press  notices :  “  Several  hun¬ 
dred  visitors  participated  in  the  anniversary  exercises  which 
were  held  at  the  Home  on  Saturday,  marking  its  fourteenth 
year.  The  buildings  were  thrown  open  to  inspection,  and 
the  spacious  lawns  surrounding  the  institution  were  prettily 
decorated.  The  anniversary  exercises  were  opened  at  three 
o’clock  by  the  President  of  the  Corporation,  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Abbott  Carleton.  After  the  invocation  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Webster,  the  President  made  an  address  of  welcome,  in 
which  she  described  the  progressive  work  of  the  institu¬ 
tion,  and  feelingly  alluded  to  the  work  and  influence  of 
those  whose  earthly  work  was  done.  She  spoke  eloquently 
of  the  needs  of  the  Home,  and  concluded  with  a  plea  for 
remembrance  by  those  who  had  the  means  to  give,  and  who 
might  soon  be  called  to  give  an  account  of  their  steward¬ 
ship.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Plumb  was  the  first  speaker  introduced, 
and,  in  his  usual  happy  manner  of  presenting  his  thoughts, 
spoke  feelingly  of  God’s  plans.  He  outlined  the  importance 
of  learning  how  to  let  go  of  the  activities  of  life,  to  stand 
aside,  to  meet  divinely  appointed  trials  and  infirmities, — 
often  given  us  in  kindness  to  wean  us  from  earth, —  and  to 
bear  the  burdens  of  old  age  serenely,  as  a  time  to  fit  us  for 
heaven  ;  and,  though  we  live  in  this  vale  below,  we  should 
feel  the  blowing  of  the  breeze  from  the  Delectable  Moun¬ 
tains.” 

The  Rev.  Arthur  Little  was  the  next  speaker,  and  very  in¬ 
terestingly  discoursed  upon  the  best  methods  of  warding  off 
the  feelings  and  habits  of  age.  He  advised  contact  with 
young  people,  and  not  too  much  study  of  one’s  self, —  it  was 
likely  to  engender  morbidness  ;  thought  it  was  well  for  the 
mind  to  lengthen  the  perspective,  live  for  others,  and  en¬ 
courage  the  despondent.  Dr.  Little  referred  to  the  happy 
faculty  of  the  President  in  filling  the  treasury  of  the  institu- 
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tion,  and  believed  the  Home  to  be  more  full  of  promise  for 
the  future  than  ever  before. 

The  Rev.  Perley  B.  Davis  thanked  the  President  and 
Trustees  for  the  work  they  were  doing  and  their  kindly  care 
of  the  inmates.  Mr.  Davis  said  it  was  the  joy  of  his  life  to 
speak  each  year  to  the  old  people,  to  minister,  or  perhaps  be 
ministered  unto,  in  coming  here. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Beale  brought  his  warmest  congratulations ; 
and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mendell  (a  young  man)  said  that  he 
thought  he  was  getting  reconciled  to  growing  old,  as  he 
found  that  it  was  very  easy  to  give  up  the  things  that  he 
loved  when  young.  In  his  conclusion  he  thought  there  was 
no  crown  so  beautiful  as  the  crown  of  a  Christian’s  old  age. 

The  President  announced  that  she  had  received  three 
checks  —  from  Mr.  Joseph  B.  Glover,  $100,  Mrs.  Samuel 
Downer,  $30,  and  from  Mrs.  Woodbridge  Odlin,  $25 — to 
make  the  Rev.  George  E.  Street,  of  Exeter,  N.H.,  a  life 
member.  Other  speakers  not  having  arrived,  this  announce¬ 
ment  closed  the  speaking.  A  fine  orchestra  played  in  a 
lively  manner  patriotic  airs,  while  the  guests  did  not  fail  to 
do  justice  to  the  tables  bountifully  spread  with  the  delicacies 
of  the  season. 

Every  year  the  interest  increases  in  Anniversary  Day ; 
and  long  may  the  12th  of  June  be  remembered  and  observed 
as  the  day  when  the  first  Home  in  Massachusetts  was 
opened  for  the  care  of  Aged  Couples  ! 

THE  ANNUAL  FAIR. 

The  Sixteenth  Annual  Fair  opened  at  Hotel  Vendome, 
Commonwealth  Avenue,  on  Tuesday,  November  29,  and 
continued  until  Friday,  Dec.  2,  1898. 

The  fair  opened  just  after  the  great  snow-storm,  which 
was  so  fatal  to  human  life  that  the  usual  interest  could  not 
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be  felt  in  local  affairs.  Gloom  was  in  the  heart  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  and  anxious  friends  ;  and  sympathizing  friends  were 
everywhere.  The  snow  rendered  travelling  dangerous,  and 
in  many  streets  impassable.  The  general  opinion  was  that 
the  Home  for  Aged  Couples  fair  would  for  the  first  time  be 
an  unsuccessful  venture  financially,  “  but  it’s  not  always  safe 
to  guess  unless  you  know.”  The  fair  opened  formally  as 
usual,  and  the  blessing  of  God  was  fervently  invoked  upon 
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the  effort  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hodges.  The  Cecilia  Orchestra 
rendered  fine  music  with  piano,  violin,  and  cornet  solos. 

The  entertainments  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  even¬ 
ings  were  specially  pleasing.  The  mandolin,  guitar,  and 
banjo  playing  by  Miss  Foucher  and  Miss  Taggert  were 
greatly  appreciated,  as  was  the  singing  by  Mrs.  Stevens  and 
Mr.  Tripp. 

On  Wednesday  we  encountered  the  depressing  effects  of 
a  blustering  storm ;  but  even  a  storm  has  its  compensations 
when  one  is  made  comfortable  by  Mr.  Knight,  the  obliging 
manager  of  the  Vendome,  and  the  ladies  of  the  hotel  kindly 
showing  their  appreciation  of  the  object. 

The  gross  receipts,  including  the  President’s  donations  of 
$1,201,  amounted  to  $2,669.07,  expenses  to  $360.20,  net 
proceeds  to  $2,308.87. 

HOLIDAYS. 

The  holidays  have,  as  usual,  been  observed  at  the  Home. 
The  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron  came,  with  other  kind  friends,  on 
Easter  Sunday  morning,  and  held  a  short  service  of  praise 
and  left  some  pleasant  Easter  reading.  Mrs.  Edward  Tyler 
and  Mrs.  A.  W.  Rhodes  sent  tokens  of  remembrance  and 
good  will. 

THANKSGIVING. 

The  traditional  turkeys,  and  plenty  of  them,  graced  the 
feast ;  and,  in  addition,  mince  pies,  plum  pudding,  and  fruit 
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completed  the  requirements  for  the  day  set  apart  to  give 
thanks  for  the  blessings  of  the  harvest  and  the  abundant 
fruits  of  the  earth.  Nearly  all  of  the  family  were  able  to  be 
present  at  the  dinner.  Mrs.  Oliver  Ames  sent  her  custom¬ 
ary  annual  contribution  of  two  fine  turkeys,  a  barrel  of 
apples,  and  a  barrel  of  cranberries,  and  Mrs.  Haynes  her 
acceptable  donation  of  a  barrel  of  flour,  tub  of  butter,  and 
sugar,  coffee,  and  tea. 


CHRISTMAS 

is  the  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  the  new  building  of  the 
Home.  On  that  day,  Dec.  25,  1893,  was  served  the  first 
dinner  in  the  spacious  and  cheery  dining  hall. 

The  dinner  was  a  Christmas  feast ;  and  all  the  appetizing 
things  —  from  turkeys  to  ice-cream,  candy,  and  fruit  —  were 
included.  But  good  dinners  are  not  rare  at  the  Home,  yet  we 
will  all  allow  that  a  good  dinner  is  necessary  to  rounding  out 
the  pleasures  of  the  day.  After  the  physical  wants  of  na¬ 
ture  were  satisfied  and  mind  enthroned  awaited  speech,  the 
family  from  the  mansion  joined  the  family  in  the  new  build¬ 
ing,  tables  were  cleared,  and  the  smiling  household  assistants 
brought  in  the  heavy  boxes  and  baskets,  and  the  pleasure 
commenced.  The  large  central  table  was  fairly  piled  with 
packages,  every  one  plainly  marked.  As  the  President  read 
the  names,  willing  hands  relieved  her  of  the  package,  and 
deposited  it  in  the  hands  of  its  owner.  After  the  last  one  of 
Mrs.  Edward  Tyler’s  packages  (so  well  selected)  was  deliv¬ 
ered,  a  small  box,  securely  tied,  was  opened,  and  the  Presi¬ 
dent  announced  that  she  was  once  more  the  almoner  of  Mrs. 
W.  B.  Potter’s  Christmas  remembrances.  As  Mrs.  Potter’s 
remembrances  always  represent  pocket-money,  the  smiles 
broadened ;  and  many  pleasant  words  were  spoken  as  the 
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small  envelopes,  tied  with  bright  ribbons  and  bearing  the 
full  name  of  each  individual,  were  presented. 

After  a  little  Christmas  talk  by  the  President,  the  vener¬ 
able  Rev.  Henry  P.  Hall,  now  a  member  of  the  family, 
returned  thanks  for  the  love  that  had  prompted  the  giving 
of  gifts,  and  invoked  the  blessing  of  God  upon  the  Home 
and  its  friends.  After  the  singing  of  the  Doxology,  con¬ 
gratulations  were  in  order,  and  pleasant  conversation  took  the 
place  of  formal  phrase.  Among  the  donations  was  a  large 
box  of  candy  from  Miss  I.  J.  Nickerson,  $5  from  Mrs.  John 
C.  Haynes,  and  to  a  “  Member  of  Columbian  Lodge  ”  we 
extend  sincere  thanks  ffir  two  barrels  of  flour  and  a  box  of 
canned  fruits, —  pineapple,  peach,  cherries,  and  tomatoes, 
one  dozen  each.

We  again  thank  the  physicians  of  the  Home,  Dr.  A.  S. 
Whitmore  and  Dr.  Edward  N.  Libby,  for  their  kindness  and 
attention  to  patients  and  their  readiness  to  respond  to  fre¬ 
quent  calls.  We  are  grateful  to  the  clergymen  of  various 
denominations  who  have  kindly  couducted  the  religious  and 
funeral  services  and  so  ably  assisted  on  all  public  occasions. 

We  also  remember  with  gratitude  the  services  of  Messrs. 
Wiggin  and  Fernald ;  and  we  extend  thanks  to  the  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Union  for  rides  for  invalids,  to  the  Rev. 
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D.  W.  Waldron  for  tickets  and  rides  to  his  Old  Folks’  Picnic, 
Franklin  Park,  to  friends  for  musical  entertainments  and 
for  religious  talks  and  for  flowers  and  fruits  and  other 
courtesies  extended  during  the  year. 

To  the  members  of  the  Corporation,  to  the  Visiting  Com¬ 
mittee,  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Council,  and  to  all 
friends  who  have  kindly  remembered  the  fair,  the  Anni¬ 
versary,  and  the  several  holidays  of  the  year,  we  would 
record  our  acknowledgments  of  their  gifts  and  their  personal 
efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Home.  Our  thanks  are  also  due  to 
the  Secretary,  and  to  the  Treasurer  for  his  uniform  kindness 
and  carefulness  in  the  keeping  of  his  accounts,  to  the 
Auditor  for  his  examination  of  them  and  for  his  detailed 
report  to  the  Board.  Special  thanks  are  extended  to  Mr. 
Alexander  Moseley  for  his  kindness  in  continuing  as  trustee 
of  the  Betsey  R.  Lang  Fund  until  failing  health  required 
the  dismissal  of  business  cares  from  his  mind,  and  to 
Mr.  Erastus  B.  Badger  for  the  kind  acceptance  of  the  trust. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  closing  this  report,  we  are  reminded  of  the  condition 
of  the  Corporation  eleven  years  ago.  Then  we  had  $316  in 
the  treasury  and  owed  on  the  present  fine  estate  the  sum  of 
$2,000. 

The  Home  has  been  to  many  a  blessing  beyond  the 
power  of  words  to  express.  It  has  given  a  home  to 
the  homeless  and  a  friend  to  the  friendless,  it  has  pro¬ 
vided  a  continuance  of  comforts  to  those  who  have  had 
good  homes  of  their  own,  given  rest  to  those  weary  of  the 
cares  and  anxieties  of  the  world,  special  treatment  for 
months  to  the  paralyzed,  and  soothed  with  kindly  care  the 
sufferings  of  the  sick  and  dying ;  and  we  appeal  in  closing 
to  those  who  have  the  means  to  give  to  endow  this  Home. 
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The  many  things  required  for  the  support  of  a  home  for 
aged  people,  which  a  large  part  of  the  time  is  a  semi-hos¬ 
pital,  demands  a  large  sum  invested  in  good  securities,  much 
larger  than  when  invested  funds  brought  good  returns.  The 
Trustees  would  also  be  glad  to  extend  aid  to  outside  couples 
who,  by  reason  of  incurable  diseases  and  other  unfortunate 
circumstances,  are  not  eligible  for  admission.  With  grati¬ 
tude  for  gifts  and  bequests,  we  pray  for  a  continuance  of 
God’s  blessings  on  the  efforts  made  in  behalf  of  the  Home 
for  Aged  Couples.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

CORPORATE  NAME. 

This  Corporation  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  Home  for 
Aged  Couples. 


ARTICLE  II. 

PURPOSES  OF  INCORPORATION. 

The  object  and  purpose  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  the  estab¬ 
lishment  and  support  of  non-sectarian  Christian  homes  for  the 
aged  and  needy. 


ARTICLE  III. 

MEMBERS. 

Every  person  subscribing  annually  one  dollar  and  upwards  shall, 
when  elected  by  the  Corporation,  be  deemed  a  member  of  the 
association  during  the  continuance  of  such  subscription. 

Every  person  subscribing  twenty-five  dollars  and  upwards  shall 
be,  when  legally  elected,  a  life  member ;  and,  upon  any  legacy  of 
five  hundred  dollars  and  upwards  being  paid  to  the  Treasurer, 
the  executors,  who  have  administered,  may  be  elected  life  mem¬ 
bers. 

Every  member  subscribing  one  hundred  dollars  and  upwards 
shall  be  deemed  an  honorary  member. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OFFICERS. 

The  business  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board 
of  not  less  than  twenty  Trustees,  members  of  the  Corporation  and 
a  Board  of  Council  consisting  of  twelve  gentlemen  appointed  by 
the  Trustees,  representing  the  different  religious  denominations  of 
the  Trustees.  The  officers  of  the  Corporation,  under  the  name 
of  Trustees,  shall  consist  of  a  President,  six  Vice-Presidents,  a 
Treasurer,  a  Clerk,  and  eleven  other  persons,  all  of  whom  shali 


be  chosen  by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting,  and  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in 
their  stead.  All  other  officers  may  be  appointed  and  removed, 
and  their  duties  defined  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Any  vacancy 
in  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members 
of  the  Board  until  the  next  annual  election.  Seven  Trustees  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  V. 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  held  in  the  city 
of  Boston  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  January  of  each  year  for  the 
election  of  officers,  and  for  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting.  Notice  of  said  meeting  shall  be  given 
in  one  or  more  daily  papers  published  in  Boston,  for  five  days,  at 
least,  before  said  meeting. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Corporation  may  be  called  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  shall  be  so  called,  upon  the  written  request  of  twenty 
members  of  the  Corporation,  stating  the  business  to  be  transacted 
at  said  meeting. 

Notices  of  all  special  meetings  shall  be  mailed  to  each  member 
of  the  Corporation  by  the  Clerk,  at  least  five  days  before  said 
meeting,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  said  meeting  and  the  busi¬ 
ness  to  be  transacted  thereat. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

TRUSTEES. 

The  Trustees  shall  have  control  and  management  of  the  affairs 
and  property  of  the  Corporation,  and  shall  cause  a  complete 
record  of  all  their  doings  to  be  kept,  which  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Corporation  whenever  required ;  and,  at  every  annual  meeting 
of  the  Corporation,  they  shall  render  a  full  account,  showing  in 
detail  the  situation  of  the  property  and  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
Corporation. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

BOARD  OF  COUNCIL. 

The  Board  of  Council  may  organize  with  a  chairman  and 
Secretary,  and  choose  from  their  number  a  committee,  who  shall 
visit  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples  as  often  as  they  shall  direct, 
and  report  to  the  Trustees  upon  its  condition  as  often  as  they 
shall  deem  it  expedient.  They  shall  advise  in  reference  to  appli¬ 
cants  to  the  Home,  and  report  to  the  Trustees  names  of  those 
deemed  worthy  to  become  inmates.  It  is  also  the  duty  of  this 
Board  to  render  especial  assistance  in  raising  funds,  and  in  every 
way  to  aid  in  promoting  the  success  and  usefulness  of  the  Home. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 


PRESIDENT. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  and  of  the  Trustees,  appoint  committees,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  are  incidental  to  the  office  and  required  by  law. 
In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  senior  Vice-President  shall 
preside. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

SECRETARY  AND  CLERK. 

The  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation, 
shall  record  all  the  votes  of  the  Corporation  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose,  shall  notify  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation  and 
Board  of  Trustees,  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  the  same,  and 
shall  perform  all  other  duties  and  services  usually  required  of  a 
clerk  of  the  Corporation. 


ARTICLE  X. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  furnish  bonds  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees, 
and  shall  then  have  the  custody  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  ;  shall  sign  receipts  and  acknowledgments  for  all  money  or 
other  property  received ;  keep  a  full  and  correct  account  of  the 
financial  transactions ;  and  disburse  no  money  or  property  except 
by  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  their  committee  duly  au¬ 
thorized.  At  the  annual  meeting,  the  Treasurer  shall  render  a  full 
and  detailed  account  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  with  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  and  shall  at 
any  time  give  such  information  in  regard  to  the  property  of  the 
Corporation  as  may  be  requested  by  the  Trustees ;  also,  perform 
all  other  duties  and  services  appertaining  to  tne  office  of  treas¬ 
urer  of  a  corporation  and  required  by  the  statutes  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth. 


ARTICLE  XI. 

AUDITOR. 

The  Auditor  shall  examine  the  accounts  annually,  and  oftener,  if 
necessary,  and  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

QUORUM  FOR  BUSINESS. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Corporation. 


ARTICLE  XIII. 


TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS  OF  ADMISSION  TO  THE  HOME  FOR  AGED 

COUPLES. 

Any  aged  couple  (man  and  wife)  of  not  less  than  sixty  years  of 
age,  and  of  good  moral  character,  may  be  admitted  into  the  Home 
on  the  payment  of  such  sum  as  the  Trustees  may  determine,  and 
by  signing  an  agreement  to  abide  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Home. 

Those  holding  property  are  required  to  secure  the  same  to  the 
Home  before  they  are  admitted ;  and,  should  they  obtain  any 
property  after  admission,  it  will  also  be  necessary  to  convey  it  to 
the  Corporation,  if  they  remain  in  the  Home. 

The  entrance  fee  paid  by  or  for  inmates  may  form  a  permanent 
fund,  or  be  otherwise  used  as  the  Trustees  may  direct. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

These  By-laws,  or  any  part  of  them,  may  be  altered,  amended, 
or  repealed  at  any  annual  or  special  meeting  of  the  Corporation, 
legally  called  for  that  purpose,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  pres¬ 
ent  and  voting  at  said  meeting. 


TRUSTEES'  BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

MEETINGS. 

Meetings  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
each  month,  at  such  hour  as  they  may  determine.  Seven  mem¬ 
bers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  business. 

ARTICLE  II. 

ORDER  FOR  BUSINESS. 

The  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  to  order  within  ten 
minutes  of  the  hour  named,  and  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as 
follows:  i.  Prayer;  2.  Calling  of  the  Roll;  3.  Reading  the  Min¬ 
utes;  4.  Report  of  Treasurer ;  5.  Report  of  each  Committee  shall 
then  be  presented,  and  thereafter  any  other  business  mav  come 
before  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  III. 

COUNCIL,  PHYSICIANS,  AND  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

At  the  first  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting  a  Board  of 
Council,  one  or  more  Physicians,  and  the  following  named  Stand¬ 
ing  Committees  shall  be  appointed ;  namely,  an  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  a  Committee  on  Admission,  on  Finance,  on  Religious 
Services,  a  Visiting  Committee,  and  such  other  committees  as  the 
Board  may  deem  expedient. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

CHAIRMAN  AND  REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

The  first-named  member  on  a  Committee  shall  be  chairman, 
and  reports  of  Committees  shall  be  submitted  in  writing,  and  be 
placed  among  the  documents  of  the  Corporation. 

ARTICLE  V. 

ON  MOTIONS. 

Every  motion,  when  made,  shall  be  stated  from  the  Chair ;  and, 
upon  being  seconded,  the  presiding  officer  shall  ask  if  the  mem- 


bers  are  ready  tor  the  question,  which  being  assented  to,  the  vote 
shali  be  taken.  No  other  business  shall  be  taken  up  by  the 
Board,  or  discussed  by  any  of  the  members,  until  that  which  has 
been  laid  before  them  be  decided  or  postponed.  Any  member 
making  a  motion  shall,  at  the  request  of  any  other  member,  pre¬ 
sent  the  same  in  writing. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

An  amendment  may  be  made  to  any  motion,  and  shall  be  de¬ 
cided  before  the  original  motion.  But,  during  the  debate,  no 
motion  shall  be  received,  unless  it  be  to  adjourn ;  to  lay  on  the 
table ;  the  previous  question ;  to  postpone  either  indefinitely  or  to 
a  certain  day ;  or  to  commit, —  which  motions  shall  take  prece¬ 
dence  in  the  order  here  named,  except  that  a  motion  to  adjourn 
shall  always  be  in  order. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

ON  RECONSIDERATION. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  must  be  made  by  a  member  who  voted 
with  the  majority ;  and,  if  the  motion  prevail,  the  subject  is  again 
open  for  debate  on  the  original  motion,  the  same  as  any  other 
motion,  and  subject  to  the  same  rules. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

POSTPONEMENT. 

At  the  desire  of  any  member  of  the  Board,  who  desires  further 
time  for  reflection  and  examination,  the  decision  of  a  new  question 
shall  be  postponed  to  the  meeting  succeeding  that  at  which  it  was 
proposed. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Home  during  the  interval  between  the  regular 
monthly  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  act  in  their  behalf.  Some  one 
of  them  shall  visit  the  Home  at  least  once  a  week ;  shall  make  or 
authorize  all  purchases  necessary  for  the  Home;  shall  carefully 
examine  and  approve  all  bills  for  supplies  and  repairs  before  pay¬ 
ment  by  the  Treasurer;  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceed¬ 
ings,  which  shall  be  laid  before  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their 
monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  X. 

COMMITTEE  ON  ADMISSION. 

The  Committee  on  Admission  shall  visit  or  confer  with  appli¬ 
cants  for  admission,  and  inquire  into  their  circumstances  and  char- 


acter,  and  make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  all  the  material  facts 
relating  to  each  case.  The  Trustees  shall  then  decide  upon  the 
admission  of  the  applicants.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  this 
Committee  to  keep  a  register,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  names 
of  all  applicants,  their  respective  ages,  place  of  birth  and  resi¬ 
dence,  persons  by  whom  they  are  recommended,  date  of  their 
application,  the  decision  of  the  Trustees  thereon,  the  time  and 
terms  of  their  admission,  and  such  other  facts  as  they  may  deem 
important ;  and  they  shall  assign  to  inmates  their  rooms. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  the  general  charge  and  di¬ 
rection  of  all  matters  connected  with  the  money,  mortgages,  and 
other  securities  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  and  shall  direct  the 
Treasurer  in  the  disposition  of  the  same.  They  shall  use  all  legiti¬ 
mate  means  to  obtain  the  necessary  funds  to  carry  forward  the 
work  of  the  society,  and  shall  make  a  full  report  to  be  read  at 
the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

COMMITTEE  ON  RELIGIOUS  SERVICES. 

The  Committee  on  Religious  Services  shall,  as  far  as  practica¬ 
ble,  supply  the  Home  with  preaching  on  Sundays.  They  shall 
make  such  regulations  in  regard  to  the  same  and  to  other  religious 
services  as  they  may  deem  proper  and  expedient.  The  duty  of 
supplying  the  Home  with  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  shall  de¬ 
volve  upon  this  Committee.  Ordained  clergymen  of  all  denomina¬ 
tions  will  be  cordially  received.  The  other  members  of  the  Board 
will  be  required  to  communicate  with  this  Committee  and  obtain 
their  consent  before  introducing  any  one  into  the  Home  as  a 
religious  instructor. 


ARTICLE  XIII. 

VISITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Visiting  Committee  shall  represent  the  different  denomina¬ 
tions  on  the  Board.  They  shall  visit  the  Home  not  less  than  once 
a  week ;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  see  all  the  inmates  in  their 
several  rooms,  inquire  into  their  spiritual  and  temporal  welfare, 
giving  such  encouragement  and  advice  as  may  be  in  their  power 
and  as  the  circumstances  of  each  case  may  seem  to  require. 
This  Committee  shall  enter  the  day  and  time  of  their  visits,  with 
such  observations  as  they  may  deem  useful,  in  a  minute-book, 
which  shall  be  kept  at  the  Home ;  and,  on  the  last  day  of  their 
term  of  service,  they  shall  notify  the  members  who  are  to  succeed 
them  in  visiting.

ARTICLE  XIV. 


SUPERINTENDENT. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Home,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  shall  have  charge  of  the  House,  and  shall 
strictly  enforce  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Trustees.  Order, 
neatness,  and  good  conduct  must  prevail  in  every  part  of  the 
establishment.  She  shall  be  present  at  meals,  see  that  they  are 
properly  served,  that  suitable  food  is  carefully  prepared  for  the 
sick,  that  proper  order  is  observed  at  table,  and  a  blessing  asked 
before  each  meal. 

She  shall  at  all  times  maintain  the  respect  due  her  station,  and, 
by  firm,  kind,  and  judicious  methods,  endeavor  to  secure  the 
comfort  of  each  aged  couple  admitted  to  the  Home  established 
for  their  support  and  happiness.  At  each  weekly  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  the  Superintendent  shall  present  in  writing 
a  statement  of  the  supplies  required,  with  a  report  of  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Home  and  the  family,  and  such  other  matters  as 
may  be  important. 

The  Superintendent  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  re¬ 
corded  a  list  of  the  furniture,  linen,  and  other  articles  belonging 
to  the  Home,  which  shall  be  corrected  and  laid  before  the  Cor¬ 
poration  at  its  annual  meeting. 

All  presents  made  to  the  Home  shall  be  entered  with  the  name 
of  the  donor  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose  by  the  Superintendent. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Section  i.  Applicants  must  furnish  satisfactory  testimonials 
of  character,  and  freely  communicate  all  facts  necessary  to  a 
proper  understanding  of  their  case. 

Sec.  2.  Applicants  under  sixty-five  years  of  age  shall  not  be 
admitted  as  inmates  of  the  Home,  unless  by  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Trustees  may,  by  vote,  admit  applicants 
on  such  terms  as  the  circumstances  of  any  particular  case  may 
seem  to  demand,  provided  that  an  entrance  fee  of  not  less  than 
four  hundred  dollars  be  paid  to  the  Corporation  before  a  Certifi¬ 
cate  of  Admission  be  granted  the  applicants  to  enter  the  Home. 

Sec.  4.  The  Trustees,  in  all  cases,  reserve  to  themselves  the 
right  to  admit  or  reject  applicants  who  desire  to  become  inmates, 
and  to  dismiss  and  expel  from  the  Home  inmates  who  wilfully 
violate  the  rules,  or  whom,  from  any  other  cause,  they  may  deem 
undeserving  of  the  benefits  of  the  Home. 

Sec.  5.  Applicants  having  property  must  secure  the  same  to 
the  Corporation  before  admission ;  and  in  case  of  money  or  other 


property  coming  into  their  possession  after  their  admission  by 
inheritance,  bequest,  or  otherwise,  it  will  be  necessary,  upon 
demand  of  the  Trustees,  to  convey  it  to  the  Corporation  if  they 
remain  in  the  Home.  But,  if  they  thus  acquire  property  and 
desire  to  leave  the  Home,  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the  funds 
thus  acquired  a  reasonable  sum  for  past  support  and  expenses, 
and  the  balance  shall  be  paid  to  the  retiring  inmates ;  but  no 
money  paid  to  the  Corporation  at  the  time  of  their  admission  will 
be  returned  to  them. 

Sec.  6.  If  couples  are  dismissed  from  the  Home  within  three 
months  after  admission,  whatever  they  have  paid  to  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  will  be  returned  to  them,  after  deducting  a  reasonable 
amount  for  their  support  and  expenses  while  in  the  Home.  But 
in  no  case  shall  money  or  property  paid  or  conveyed  by  inmates 
to  the  Corporation  be  paid  or  returned  to  friends  upon  the  death 
of  inmates. 

Furniture  and  all  other  articles  brought  by  inmates  must  remain 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Home. 

Sec.  7.  Inmates  dissatisfied  or  desiring  to  leave  the  Home 
from  any  cause  are  at  liberty  to  depart ;  but,  after  once  leaving, 
they  cannot  return  as  inmates,  unless  by  vote  of  the  Trustees. 

Sec.  8.  No  insane  or  idiotic  person  shall  be  admitted  into  the 
Home.  Any  inmate  after  admission  who  shall  become  so  dis¬ 
eased  in  mind  as  to  seriously  interfere  with  the  comfort  and  health 
of  other  inmates,  upon  the  advice  of  the  physicians  of  the  Home, 
shall  be  returned  to  friends  or  removed  to  some  suitable  institu¬ 
tion.  The  Corporation  shall  not  be  held  liable  for  the  support  of 
such  person  or  persons  after  their  removal  from  the  Home. 

Sec.  9.  All  cases  of  illness  in  the  Home  shall  be  attended  by 
the  Physicians  of  the  institution,  unless  the  Trustees  see  fit  to  call 
in  other  or  additional  advice. 

In  case  of  death,  the  funeral  arrangements  will  be  under  the 
direction  of  the  Trustees,  unless  friends  of  the  deceased  wish  to 
remove  the  remains  and  assume  the  payment  of  funeral  expenses. 

Sec.  10.  Inmates  receiving  the  benefits  of  the  Home  will  be 
required  to  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  which  are  now 
in  force,  and  which  may  hereafter  be  adopted  by  the  Trustees  for 
the  health,  comfort,  and  safety  of  the  family  and  the  permanent 
interest  of  the  Home. 


ARTICLE  XVI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These  By-laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  legal  meeting 
of  the  Trustees,  provided  that  in  the  notices  calling  said  meeting 
it  shall  have  been  stated  that  an  alteration  or  amendment  is  to  be 
made. 


HOUSE  RULES. 


1.  The  entire  care  of  the  house  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

2.  The  Superintendent  shall  strictly  enforce  the  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  for  the  Home,  thereby  securing  the  comfort  and  happiness 
of  the  residents  or  inmates. 

3.  Residents  will  be  required  to  conform  to  the  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations,  and  to  treat  each  other  with  becoming  respect,  and  by  acts 
of  kindness  and  forbearance  make  a  cheerful  home. 

4.  Every  inmate,  except  in  case  of  illness,  is  expected  to  attend 
all  religious  services. 

5.  A  general  table  will  be  provided,  at  which  all  who  are  able 

will  be  expected  to  attend  punctually,  and  endeavor  by  order  and 
pleasant  conversation  to  make- such  occasions  agreeable  to  each 
other  and  to  the  Superintendent.  Breakfast  at  eight  o’clock ; 

Dinner  at  one  o’clock ;  Supper  at  six  o’clock.^^H 

6.  The  Superintendent  will  preside  at  the  table,  and  ask  a  bless¬ 
ing  before  each  meal. 

7.  Those  confined  to  their  rooms  will  be  furnished  with  diet 
under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent. 

8.  Washing  and  ironing  shall,  if  practicable,  be  done  on  Mon¬ 
days  and  Tuesdays. 

9.  All  that  is  necessary  for  the  comfortable  support  of  the 
inmates  of  the  Home  will  be  provided  by  the  Corporation.  No 
inmate,  therefore,  will  be  permitted  to  solicit  assistance  for  any 
purpose,  unless  duly  authorized  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

10.  Inmates  who  are  able  will  be  expected  to  render  services 
for  the  Home,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Superintendent. 

11.  No  intoxicating  drinks  or  strong  stimulants  shall  be  used  in 
the  house,  except  by  order  of  the  physician  in  charge. 

12.  No  tobacco  smoking  will  be  allowed  in  any  part  of  the 
house  above  the  basement. 

13.  Inmates  will  not  be  permitted  to  enter  the  kitchen,  store¬ 
rooms,  or  other  offices  of  the  house,  unless  by  consent  of  the 
Superintendent. 

14.  Interference  with  assistants  or  servants  will  not  be  per¬ 
mitted;  but,  if  any  person  have  cause  for  complaint,  they  may 
state  their  grievance  at  once  to  the  Superintendent,  who  will 
report  it  to  the  Committee. 


15.  The  assistants  and  servants  will  be  required  to  treat  all 
residents  of  the  house  with  kindness  and  respect,  to  be  courteous 
to  all  visitors,  and  strictly  to  comply  with  the  rules  of  the  house. 

16.  No  inmate  or  person  employed  in  the  house  will  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  be  out  after  ten  o’clock  p.m.,  unless  by  permit  or  order 
of  the  Superintendent. 

17.  Inmates  will  be  expected  to  retire  to  their  rooms  at  nine 
o’clock  p.m.,  and  to  extinguish  their  lights  by  ten  o’clock. 

18.  When  inmates  desire  to  visit  their  friends,  they  shall  inform 
the  Superintendent  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  intended  visit, 
and  the  probable  length  of  time  they  will  be  absent,  in  order  that 
no  uneasiness  may  be  felt  on  their  account,  and  that,  in  case  of  ill¬ 
ness  or  accident,  the  Superintendent  may  know  where  they  are  to 
be  found. 

19.  The  friends  of  inmates  and  the  public  generally  may  visit 
the  house  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays  of  each  week,  between 
the  hours  of  two  and  five  o’clock  p.m. 

Friends  and  relatives  are  permitted  to  call  on  business  on  any 
day  of  the  week  except  Sundays ;  but  inmates  cannot  receive 
callers  in  their  own  rooms  except  on  the  visiting  days  named, 
unless  by  special  permit  from  the  Superintendent. 

20.  A  certificate,  certifying  that  the  mental  and  physical  condi¬ 
tion  of  applicants  is  such  as  to  entitle  him  or  her  to  the  benefit 
of  the  Home,  will  be  required  from  one  of  the  attending  physi¬ 
cians  before  the  couple  will  be  admitted.  All  cases  of  illness  will 
be  treated  by  the  physicians  of  the  Home. 

21.  These  rules  maybe  altered  or  amended  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Trustees.

FORM  OF  BOND. 

We,  the  undersigned,  having  been  received  as  beneficiaries  and 
inmates  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples,  a  corporation  established 
by  law,  do  hereby  agree  to  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees;  and,  in  consideration  of  the  care  and 
attention  of  the  Trustees  and  of  said  Corporation,  we  do  hereby 
each  and  jointly  make  over  to  the  Corporation  all  such  personal 
property  as  we  have  brought  or  shall  bring  to  the  Home  for  our 
use,  to  the  end  that  the  quiet  and  comfort  of  the  house  may  not 
be  disturbed  in  the  event  of  our  removal  or  death,  but  that  all  our 
effects  may  remain  for  the  use  of  our  successors.  And  whereas  we 
have  been  reduced,  in  the  course  of  Divine  Providence,  to  a  state 
of  dependence,  but  may  hereafter  be  the  possessors  of  property, 
so  as  to  be  able  to  retire  from  this  Home,  and  possibly  to  become 
contributors  to  it,  we  and  each  of  us  do  further  hereby  appoint 
the  President  of  the  said  Corporation,  for  the  time  being,  our 
Attorney  and  Trustee,  to  receive  for  us  respectively,  and  to  sell 
and  dispose  of  all  estates,  real  or  personal,  of  every  description, 
to  which  we  shall  hereafter  or  may  be  now  entitled ;  and  we  do 
hereby  assign  the  said  estates  and  empower  the  said  President 
and  her  successors  in  office  accordingly,  to  the  end  that  the  Cor¬ 
poration  may  be  reimbursed  for  the  support  and  supplies  that 
shall  have  been  furnished  to  us  respectively,  as  far  as  such  estates 
may  extend,  and  the  balance  to  be  accounted  for  by  said  Presi¬ 
dent  to  us  or  our  legal  representatives.  In  case  we  do  not  remove 
from  the  Home,  then  any  property,  real  or  personal,  which  we 
may  in  any  way  become  the  possessors  of,  we  hereby  convey  to 
the  Corporation  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples,  for  its  sole  use 
and  behoof  forever.
